At is notozious ho we euyll and vnlopally 
he behaued hym ſelle here in Englande be⸗ 
foze he departed theRealme, and howe ears 
neſt a perſecuto2 after ward he was of all the 
good ſubiectes of Englande, hauyng cauſs 
to bein the lowecountreys, both befoze the 
arreſt made of late by ths Duke of Alua, as 
ſence that tyme a multitude of honeſt mar- 
chauntes kno we it, both Cnglyſhe s others, 
and a great number haue kelt it by impꝛiſon⸗ 
ment pꝛocured by hym, and by ſeaſyug and 
confiſcatyng of their goodes, ſs as there is 
no doubt to be made, but that he was to his 
power as earneſt an enemie to the ſtate ot 
Englande his naturall countrey, and the 
Nueenes Paieſties good ſubiectes, as any 
man boꝛne in this Realme coulde be. Nener- 
thcleſſe, becauſe at the place of his execution 
befoze his death, be vſed long + many ſper⸗ 
ches to moue ſome of ſimple + ir" a 
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v3 that dyd not kno we his rancoz and malice 


of this Realme, and foz that it was not then 
- connenient,no2 at leaſt coulde be imagined 
afazchande that he woulde haue vſed ſache 
ſpeeches at that tyme, and ſo he was ſuffced 
to ſpeake altogether without contradiction, 
whereby the trueth percaſe may be made to 
pou obſcure, pou ſhall vnderſtande of what 
deteſtablecrymes he was gyltie, and there⸗ 
with ſhoulde haue ben particulerly charged 
at thotymeofhis arraignement in the kyn- 
ges Benche, but that he craftyly and trayto⸗ 
roullp, knowyng by his examination wher⸗ 
with he was to be charged, and howe much 
he hym ſelle had confeſſed in the Zow2e:and 
beyng bozptten in certayne leaues of paper 
had ſubſcribed with his owne hande wzp- 
tyng, refaſed to haue any tryall made there⸗ 
of, alleaging thatheought not to anſwere, 
noꝛ would anſwere, becauſe he was ſubiect 
to theKyng of Spapne, and not ſubiect to 
theNneenes Pateſtie x the crowne of Eng⸗ 
lande: and fo althongh he was charitably, 
earneſtly, and reaſonably required at his ar⸗ 
raignment to anſwere to the matters wher⸗ 
with hs was charged by inditement, as a 
bozne ſubiect of this Realme, pet he woulde

agaynſt the Qusenes Paieſtie, and the ſtate «) 
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not, but traytozoufipe refuſed fo anfwere 
thereto, in ſuch ſozt, as if he had ben indyted 
of felonie, as he was of hygh treaſon, he 
ſhould fo2 his not anſweryng haue ſuffred 
the payne of p:eſſpngto death, which maner 
ol iudgemẽt is not vled in caſes of treaſõ by 
thelawes ofthe Realme, but was adiudged 


gyltie of the treaſons conteyned in the in⸗ 
ditement, as ofnecceſſitie and iuſtice he ought 
to be, foꝛ other judgement conldenot be ge- 
uen: and ſo by iuſtite oflawehe was iudged 
to the death which he ſuffred, But foz that 
it may ſerue to the ſatiſfaction of all men, to 
tonſpder bowe karre he was gyltie of the 
treaſons tontepned in bis indptement, here- 
after foloweth a true, fuſte, and plapnere- 
poꝛt of the matters, both wherofhe was ac- 
caſed and eramined, and which alſohe did 
confeſſe in the Toe. 


He was to be charged that he dyd trayto⸗ 
rouſly conſpire agaynſt the Queenes Maie⸗ 
ſtie, with one Pꝛeſtall an Englyche man, 
who was a fagityue, and pꝛincipall deniſo2

withcertapnep erſons, wherofone diſcloſed 
the ſame to the Duke of Nozfolke, whoalſo | 
verpe duetifullye reuealed the ſame to the 

Queenes Paieſtie, wherevpon the ſapde 
Pꝛeſtal beyng ſought foz to be appzehended, 
fledde into Scotlande, where allo he ioyned 
phym ſelle with the Englpſhe rebelles, and 
there attempted ſundzy treaſons againſt her 
Maieſtie, and from thence he fledde into 
Flaunders. With this maner of Traptoz 
had this. D. Stozie a continuall intellf- 
renceto further his treaſons, inſomuche as 
e ſapde, not long befozehe came into Eng⸗ 
lande, to one that foꝛ dueties ſake diſcloſed 
it, t is redy to pꝛoue it, that Pꝛeſtall ſhoulde 
92 it were long, be the leader of. xl. thouſand 
men into Englande, agaynſt that woman 
whiche toke vpon her to be Qucene, and q 
the ſame Stozy, J woulde to God ſhe were 
in the bottome of the ſea, with other vile and 
rep2ochfull woꝛdes not mecte to be repoꝛted. 
With which trayto2ous ſpeeches he ſhould 
haue ben charged, yfhe woulde haue abyd- 


ben fryall accozdpng to the lawes of the 
Kealme. 


The ſayde Stoꝛie ſayde alſo in the pꝛe⸗ 
lence ol two perſons of Gnglilh byzth, whe |

were redy to haue charged hym there with. 
yr he woulde haue ſtande to trpall, that be 
had waitten letters to Bꝛuxels, that pf the 
matters conteyned therein ſhoulde be reuea⸗ 
led where he ſhoulde be charged therewith, 
be ſhouldebe hanged, dꝛawen, e quartered, 
And immedlatlp after this ſpeeche he went 
to Bꝛuxels with Pꝛeſtall, where he and 
Pꝛeſtall were rewarded with money: and 
there Pꝛeſtall declared to tertapne perſons, 
redy alſo to haue anowed the ſame , that 
he had opened his whole purpoſes to. D. 
Stop, whereto. D. Stop was ſwone to 
kepe the ſame ſecrete, But of the thynges 
intended by Pꝛeſtal and Stozy at that tyme,

rable ſtate, and had wonne double honoꝛ x 
perpetuall fame foz their late enterpꝛiſe in 
Englande, and that he woulde come ſhoꝛtly 
to geue them their welcome to Ant werpe, 
and immediatlpe he p2ocured that one, D. 
Saunders, with certayne Englyche kugi⸗ 
tyues harboured in Louain, went to Ant⸗ 
werpe to the Kebelles, and there Saunders 
made to them a ſolemne long ozation in 
pꝛapſe of their actes.

The ſapde Stoꝛp alſo vſed commonly this 
maner ofp2ayer after his meates, whereof
